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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicants presented essentially the same 
arguments as in the previous response and these arguments are not deemed persuasive to overcome the rejections of record. The 
amendment to the claims to change the term "mechanically" to "microsurgically" does not overcome the rejections. 
Trumper et al. teach microsugical separation of one or more desired living cells based on staining and/or cell morphology. As indicated 
in the previous office action, because the claims as currently written do not limit the separation to a single step, i.e. picking one ore more 
living cells directly from a tissue, therefore, the combination of Hadjantonakis and Trumper et al. teach every limitation of the claims. 
Schindler teaches a laser-based ACAS system for isolating the living cells from living tissue. Because the specification does not 
specifically define the term "microsurgically", given the broadest reasonable interpretation of the term, the use of laser to separate cells 
from a tissue under a microscope is considered as a microsurgical technique. 

BioRad Microscience discloses the Clonis workstation, a non-contact microdissection system for work with live cells. The 

microdissection taught by the prior art is also a microsurgical technique. 

Because of these reasons, the rejections are deemed proper and therefore, maintained. 
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
